Vilone Airfield: The airfield is situated about 15 kilemsters north from the 
Gity, Along the highway that leads to Pier. It has « few buildings and a 
smooth dirt rummy. This field was badly damaged dur’ng tho war, so much 

so that it was necessary to rebuild it considerably. Today, practically 

all bomb damages have been repaired. The mainficld a: le is in the “TE direction. 


Koreo Airfield: On the field with about 100 military personnel, are located 
a large hanger, and a building for offices and quarte.s for personnel. 


Durazzo Airfield: This is an emergency landing field. situated on level 
Tand, bordered on the west by the Durazzo-Porteze rai road, on the south by 
sports field, and on the cast by the banks of the Dur it (sic). It has no 
brick buildings, only a few wooden barracks. This fi ld is very largs and 
has fairly smooth surface. The field garrison is cor, osed of about 20 
military personnel. 
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
